lText!] Tripoli, 21 May (JAMAHTRIYAH NEWS AGENCY) =-<'Abd al-'Ati al-Subaydi, secre- 
tary of the People's Committee of the Foreign Liaison Bureau, and Mohamed Ben Yahia, 
Algerian foreign minister, yesterday signed an agreement on bilateral cooperation in 
various sectora at the end of the fifth session of the Libyan-Algerian joint com- 
mittee, 


The agreement included cooperation in trade and increasing the size of trade ex- 
change. Cooperation will take effect also in the steel industry and chemical, and 
petrochemical, electrical appliances, domestic equipment, food industry and ready- 
made clothes field. 


In the information, cultural education and folklore arts, both sides agreed to organ- 
ize cultural weeks in both countries and set up a joint bureau to coordinate the 
purchase, production, dubbing, showing and distribution of films as well as exchange 
of delegations in the diverse cultural sectors. 


in the transport and communication sector, both sides have agreed to make efforts 
to facilitate direct telephone exchange between Tripoli and Algiers and coordinate 
their views in the international and regional conferences. 


Both sides have observed with satisfaction in the huge steps forward made by the 
Algerian-Libyan cooperation for marine transport, which reflects the new image of 
the fruitful cooperation existing betwee both countries. 


In ogriculture and irrigation, both sides stressed the importance of training and 
creating qualified cechnicians in the agricultural sector and agreed to exchange 
information and researches in agriculture. 


In the housing sector both sides recommend a meeting of the housing specialists to 
prepare a feasibility study on cooperation in this field. 


in the financial sector, both sides exchanged views on promoting bilateral coopera- 
tion in iuveetments and finance.

MIDDLEMEN'S ROLE IN PRODUCE INFLATION EXAMINED 
Algiers AL=MUJAHLD in French 8-9 May 61 p 2

{lext| All sorts of reasons have been advanced to explain why 
the price of agricultural products continues to go up while 
there is an abundant supply, i.e. deficiencies in the market- 
ing system, weakness of production, the growth of consumer 
demand, etc, 


Several months ago the agents, wholesalers, and middlemen of 
all sorts returned in force and have been practically in charge 
of the distribution system. What have they brought, with their 
financial resources and transport capabilities, their spirit of 
initiative and their know-how? Unbridled speculation, prices 
which hit ever higher ceilings, and a black market which has 
become an ordinary part of everyday business. 


Last month consumers were stupefied to find spring allspice 
selling in the markets of the capital at a posted price of 

DA {dinars} 110 to DA 140 per kilo. This development--which 
produced a considerable reaction among the public--is of 
course an extreme case, one which no doubt should not be 
given more importance than it actually deserves. Indeed, the 
posted price was for an out-of-season item. And one might 
also concede that it is easy to do without allspice at this 
time of year. But this should not prevent us from examining 
the mechanisms which produced this illogical and indecent 
price. The March allspice is a symptom of the crisis which 
is currently hitting the fruit and vegetable market. This 
symptom is especially significan,. because it can also be 
noted that no agricultural product is falling below the floor 
price of DA 4. So we must yield to the evidence, which is 
that from year to year prices are increasing, and it is to be 
feared that they will contiaue to do so as long as the funda- 
mental problems in the marking of fruits and vegetables are 
avoided. 














In the tace of this situation, one is invariably led to ask the queation what is 
the origin of these price increases and who profits from them? Several theories 
are tormulated The most widely held is connected to an imbalance between supply 
and demand, It is claimed that production is clearly inadequate to constantly 
increasing consumer needs. It must be conceded that production ia not as great 
as it could be, and it is undeniable that consumer demand, with the constant in- 
crease in the standard of living, is growing at a high rate. Nevertheless, it must 
be noted that production is not as stagnant as is generally believed. It is pos- 
sible to observe that provisioning has definitely improved. The proof is that 
shortages=-even if they still exist--tend to become less and leas frequent. For 
some time, in fact, we have seen a significant intensif! ation of production in 
some areas which, unhappily, remain isolated. This is the case in the Mascara 
region which sinee 1975 has been gradually moving on the road to recovery. This 
is also the case in the region of the Algiers Sahel where the expansion of hot- 
house crops is yielding encoucaging results. 


But let us come back to the relation between the level of production and consumer 
demand; has the balance improved? Has it deteriorated? Has it stabilized’ 

lack the statistics to make a definitive judgment. But one thing is quite cerioin, 
namely that the imbalance between supply and demand has not been aggravated to an 
extent that the present cate of inflation could be explained by this factor alone. 


Two and One-Half Times the Producer's Price 


Another theory is based on the excessive increase of the producer's price as a re- 
sult of the growth in farm costs. Here again we have a partial truth. The costs 
borne by the production units have in fact inc eased significantly in recent years. 
The cost of fertilizers, seed, and equipment, wages, and maintenance expenses have 
gone up noticeably. At the same time, the price to the producer has gone up, but 
to an infinitely lesser extent than the price to the consumer. According to some 
data, it appears that the producer's price remains below an acceptable level. But 
that is another problem. The main thing to keep in mind is that we have observed 
that consumer prices are on average two and one-half times as high as the price 

to the producer. 


Where does the diffe: go? To answer this question is to explain the phenomenon 
of the price increase. 


The origin of the problems lies basic ally at the distribution level], in other worus, 
starting at the moment the produce becomes merchandise. Let us take the example 

of potatoes. Two weeks ago, the growers from a Staoueli cooperative delivered 

their harvest to a wholesaler at a price of DA 1.60 per kilogram. He then turned 

it over to another intermediary ut DA 2.40. The same merchandise got to the El- 
Khemis-Miliana market 2 days later at a retail price of DA 4.50. Between the pro- 
ducer's price and the consumer price the difference is DA 2.90. This is not an un- 
usual case; such speculation has become normal. 


Speculation...The phenomenon in itself is not new. What is new, by contrast, is 
its extent and its increase since unrestricted marketing was established. The 
middlemen, previously curbed by regulations which obliged the producers in the 




















neltemanaged and cooperative sectora to dispose of their pro!uce in the CAPCS [Com 
munal Multi-Service Agriculture Cooperative] and OFLA [Fruit and Vegetable Office) 
systema, tound the loophole in the system. And with no delay they hurled them 
selves into it in torce, becoming in the space of a few months the absolute masters 
of fruite and vegetables. The larger part of the produce is snapped up by private 
niddlemen, These countless middlemen, though, are all motivated by the same inter- 
este=to beat the market and extract maximum profite--and they are increasingly 
working in coneert, thus arriving at a kind of monopoly position.

lhe most striking characteristic of this situation is the proliferation of middle- 
won. they constitute a solid network covering the entire country. This prolifera- 
Lion in large part explains the scope of the price increases. Between the producer 
nid the consumer the same merchandise changes hands between merchants several times. 
nd each deducts his share of profit. 


/At the first Level the financier comes in./ The latter sometimes commits large 
amounts of money to buy Large standing crops. Often, these people have nothing to 
do with the fruit and vegetable trade. They are simply financiers who have found 
this area to be a good “field” in which to turn profitable transactions and in- 
crease their fortunes quickly. They are lacking in neither money nor audacity. 
With disconcerting assurance, drawing from unsuspected resources, they commit 
colossal sums of money in these operations. A frequently seen scenario in the 
self-managed and cooperative sectors: the financier presents himself and asks the 
producers: “How much did this piece of land bring you last year?" The growers 
answer: so much. Then the investor offers then 10, 15, or 20 percent more. These 
kinds of deals ar. frequently described in the press. In the Mitidja, one person 
committed more than 1 billion centimes to acquire the harvest of several self- 
managed fields at the same time. One of these big financiers offered the workers 
on the Ferhat unit at Staoueli the sum of 800 million centimes, payable to the 
last cent, for the purchase of their entire standing crops. 


fhe president of this unit, who told us about this incident, said: "I was fright- 
ened to hear this offer. 1 felt the earth vanishing from under my feet. When I 
ot a grip on myself, I chased away this ‘private middleman’ and told him never 


to set foot on our land again." 


‘Ac the second level the wholesale purveyor comes in./ He has transport equipment 
od packing eraces, goes to the field and buys a load of merchandise from the 
‘inancier, who generally provides him credit. His role ts to transport the pro- 
tac from the field to one of two werkets in the Algiers region: Boufarik or 


‘ha is where, quite early in the morning--these markeis open at 0400 and close 
t 9990--retailers from the capital and the surrounding small towns ge’ their 

provisions. These two centers are also a supply point for the markets in the 
stern and southeastern part of the country. 











/At a third Level, the wholesale distributor comes in./ He buys the merchandise 
from the wholesale purveyor and transports it to non=producing regions. One can 


gel some idea of the density of the traffic by seeing the number of trucks bearing 
license plates from Serif, Constantine, Batna, Oum El-Bouaghi, Guelma, Annaba, 
Binkro, and Ouargla which are leaving the Boufarik wholesale markets every morning. 
‘At a tourth level, finally, come the retailers,/ These latter either provision 


themselves directly from the wholesale dealer, or through the wholesale purveyor. 


Throughout this whole journey, the produce is the subject of commercial] transac- 
tions which raise the price at each intermediate level. The financier takes his 


slice of protic, the wholesale purveyor too. And so does the wholesale distribu- 
tor, and the retailer, too. And it is the consumer who pays. This is why we have 
price increases, 


the multiplicity of these stages is part of the intrinsic logic of speculation, 
The rapidity of turnover of the merchandise in fact makes it possible for the 
middlemen to concoct a virtually unlimited number of operations, and thus to real- 
ize maximum profit. Through a division of labor and the lively flow of the mer- 
chardise, they get what they are after. 


lfopsy-Turvy Regulation 


We were struck by the fact that many retailers have evidently chosen to get in- 
volved in speculation. That is at the very least distressing. But it is a reality 
we discover by comparing the retail price at 0500 at the Boufarik market with the 
retail prices the same day of 0900. 


Ihe price has jumped quite a bit considering the produce only travelled 15 km. 
Judge for yourself: beans: DA 1.50 wholesale, DA 4 retail. Artichokes: DA 2.50 
wholesale, DA 4 retail. Cucumbers: DA 7 wholesale, DA 10 retail. Potatoes: 

DA 2.80 wholesale, DA 4.50 and 5.00 retail, etc. 


Thus open marketing has brought in a topsy-turvy regulation of the market. The 
retail prices obtaining in Blida and Algiers are the same as those for the most 
remote areas, Souk-Ahcas or Biskra for example: the Boufarik market also functions 
as a center for the exchange of information, a real stock market for fruits and 


vegetables. 


The argument in favor of unrestricted marketing is based on a theory according to 
which the law of supply and demand would establish fair prices. Now there is only 
one law at work here: that of speculation. Two striking examples deserve special 
emphasis: the first is that of the slump in Mascara's potato market last December. 
The other example is the current problems facing producers in the Tlemcen region 

in disposing of "excess production" of beans and green peas. In both cases the 
middlemen walked away from these products. Why this attitude? 


Quite simply because the first principle of the speculator is to extract the maxi- 
mum profit from his operation. It is in his interest to sell more costly produce 
even if he has to pay more for it himself. An example: as betweer taking a truck 
of merchandise worth DA 10,000 and another worth DA 20,000, he will choose the 











second alternative tor the simple reason that if the profit margin is the same, he 
will Make tCwlee as Much. ‘the implacable logic of the speculator is quite overrid- 
ing. There te no place lett for the aw of supply and demand. 


Hut this te met te say that the middlemen are ignorant of the excess profits they 
A) Squeece out of an aggravated imba ance between supply and demand. But they 
miy resert to the mechanisms of the law of supply and demand on a selective basis 
imu only in the most negative way. When the product is in short supply--in early 
pring or at tne end of autumn--one sees a rush of middlemen who bid up the pro- 
Jucer's price and thus even more the price to the consumer. But when a product is 


ibundant, the middlemen work to treeze the market, either by turning to scarce 
»roducts or knocking down the price to the producer, or both at once. 


i te ‘henemenon of Perversion of Demand 


everal months ago, or more precisely last November and December, potatoes vere 


verabundant ia terms of the OFLA's stocks in the producing areas. At this time, 
potatoes could hardly be found on the markets. The middlemen and speculators, 
masters of the distribution system, had shut it out by refusing to market the 


potatoes, for the simple reason that scarce products, such as spring oranges, 
could get them better profits. Two months later, the potato was in short supply 
while oranges were abundant. The middlemen shifted gars: they went back to 
potatoes, which made their reappearance on the market at between DA 5 and 8 per 
kilogram. As we can see from this example, the middlemen have won such strong 
positions that they are able to manipulate the law of supply and demand. Thus, we 
are watching a paradox: not only are the middlemen eroding the law of supply and 
demand, but they are even bending to their advantage the speculative workings of 
that law by creating artificial tensions from which they squeeze profit. By their 
practices, they are imposing a diktat on the consumers. We feel the effects of 
this diktat in daily life. When the consumer goes to market, he does not buy what 
he is looking for, but what he can find, even when the product he wants is in fact 
available. Thus, we are seeing a phenomenon of perversion of demand. 


fhe same diktat is more directly imposed on the growers. The middlemen choose 

the products from which they will squeeze the most profit. And they will pay how- 
ever much is necessary to get them. But the remainder of production is left 
abandoned, and is the object of what is really a sort of extortion. This situa- 
tion leads the producers to reflect on the question. It must be noted right away 
that some of them have categorically refused to market through private middlemen. 
And we observe a clear and general tendency today to reject the false solution 

of the “private middleman." Nevertheless, they continue to sell their crops to 
these middlemen. Why? 


Anxiety of the Producers 


We asked the producers this question. All the answers we were given can be summed 
up in a few words: "Doing anything else is even worse." The private middlemen 
offer prices slightly in excess of those of COFEL [Fruit and Vegetable Cooperative] 
and OFLA. But the most important factor at work here is the fact that with the 
middicmen the producer can dispose of his crop rapidly. Selling the crop while 




















it te still standing gives the producers some security, and they heve many times 
had bitter experiences with the distribution syeteme of the cooperatives and the 
atate, 


Thies inadequacy hase been exacerbated since the marketing function has been taken 
away from CAPCL, That decision paralysed the cooperative marketing system. in 
light of thie new experiment in marketing, the question is being asked today 
whether the CAPCS, COPEL and OFLA were not judged and condemned too quickly. 


Vader the new forme of marketing, the producers are experiencing the greed of the 
brokers, They are profoundly unhappy with the large gap that exists between the 
producer's price and the consumer price, Recently, in 4 cooperative in the Al- 
Ricts fregion, a wholesaler presented himself to buy a load of potatoes. he 
coopetative growers asked hie for DA 2.50 per kile. The wholesaler retorted, 
sarcastically: 


“What do you take yourselves for? Americans?” Tit for tat, the cooperative presi- 
dent answered! “and who selle it for DA 4.50 on the market’? The English, per- 
hapel’ 


Result: no transaction, 


The asperity of the middlemen arouses profound anxiety in the producers. The 
latter understand that they will be defenseless if the “privates” gain cosplete 
monopoly over marketing. One president of a self-administered farm told us: 

"The private middlemen are aggressive and clever. Their main objective is not 
short-term profit, even though their present profits are considerable. What they 
want firet and above all is to destroy the CAPCS, COFEL and OFLA for good, in 
order to be free to crush us." And, upset, he added: “Look, if things continvwe 
to #0 46 they are going now, within 2 or at most 3 years they will be completel’ 
organized and rule as masters over the market simply by making telephone calis.' 
/Our ‘nterlocutor knows what he is talking about. He was head of a spontaneous 
movemen: that united all the self-managed and cooperative fields in the Staoveli 
community who formed producer associations to market their crops directly to re- 
tailers. This association survived a month and a half--from February to mid-March 
==but in the end was broken by the wholesalers’ cartel. / 


How to Respond! 


Comparable initiatives are numerous. They show the determination of .he producers 
to escape the diktat of the middlemen. But without support, these really revolu- 
tionary initiatives cannot continue indefinitely. Another example: Douaouda's 
cooperative No. 1 decided to sell its produce directly to consumers to thwart the 
middlemen. The idea worked for the marketing of poultry. The chicken was sold 

at the market for DA 15 per kilogram instead of DA 20. But with vegetables one 
would have to have a truck, for the trailer and the tractor are not adequate means 
of transport. The truck was ordered in 1975, and a downpayment was even made. 
Nothing further has happened, even to this day. /"A\l we are wondering is why the 
middlemen are able to get as many trucks as they want, and as many packing crates 
as they desire,"/ concludes one cooperative grower. 

















foday, at least half, if net more, of the summer crops of the self-managed farms 
of Mitidja and the Algters region have already been acquired by the financial 
middlemen, The tomate crops have been sold even before they are in flower, As 
soul a8 the sheets come out of the ground, the private middlemen turn up to ac- 
quire them, 


Once the transaction is concluded, the producers leave their fields. it is the 
financiers who take responsibility for the work of maintaining the fields, irriga=- 
tion, and harvesting. [lt eve: happens that the middlemen work intermediate crops 
in the meantime, 


The forme of capitalist relations are being re-established in the countryside at 
this very moment and in 4 serious way, to the extent that thie type of transaction 
is neither more nor less than a form of renting the lands and patrimony of the 
State and the community. Some middlemen even go so far as to offer to advance 
seed, fertilisers, crop protection and pesticide pri ducts to the self-managed and 
cooperative farms in order to be able to control the erope with greater precision. 
lan thie way, the middlemen intend to become the mastere not only of marketing but 
a4iso of production, 


We cannot remain with arms folded before these threats. It is important to react, 
to eliminate the activity of the middlemen once and for all. in a short-term 
perspective, we must prohibit the private middlemen from buying standing ci ps. 
That would make it possible to valorize the production collective's manpower, to 
ward off the threat hanging over socialized agriculture, and to eliminate the 
parasitiem of the financial middlemen. 


in the secoad place, we must strengthen the state and cooperative marketing sye- 
tema (OFLA, CAPCS, COFEL) /by giving them the means to act which they have always 
lacked and by debureaucratizing their structures and operations./ In the third 
place, it will be a question of giving support and encouragement to the initia- 
tives of the producers in selling directly to the consumers. Thus we gust make 
transport available and set up marketing enclosures around the big cities, and ali 
thie before the month of Ramadhan. This is desirable, but most importantly it is 
possible,

[Text] The Palestinian charge d'affaires in Tehran met yesterday end held talke 
with Mohammad Hashemi, deputy prime @iniater and political advisor. During this 
meeting, which lasted for more than an hour, the Palestinian charge d'affaires, 
referring to Sadat's recent trip to Sudan, and to the Lebanese internal crisis, 
stated: “Thie act ie a U.S. and Zionist plot to break Sadat's isolation and 
eventually to destroy the Palestinian revolution.” In reply, the deputy prime 
minister stated: “Following the victory of Iran's Islamic revolution and the 
defeat of the United States, we uncovered the U.S. plots in the region and noticed 
the U.S. efforts to weaken and destroy the Islamic revolution in Iran which is the 
region's strongest enemy of the United States and of the regime occupying 
Jerusalem, and is the protector and supporter of Palestine. We aleo repeatedly 
announced that the United States has fooleo, encouraged and strengthened the 
American Saddam so that he would attack che Islamic Republic of Iran, in order to 
stabilize the regime occupying Jerusalem and to expand the Camp David *sereement. 
Thus, thie U.S. plot has been defeated by the courageous resistance of the Moslem 
people of Iran and the fall of American Saddam is imminent; and the United States, 
in order to carry out the plot, hae resorted to fanning the flames of war in 
Lebanon.

These stations are located in the Suwayrah, 
Musayyib, and Ishaqi regions. Each station will be able to accommodate 800 milk 
cows.

He mentioned that 
the organization has liquidated eix cattle projects because they lacked production 
requirements and scientific breeding techniques. This action was taken in compliance 
with the party and the revolution dictates.

|Report on interview with Deputy Defense Minister Mordekhay Teipori by Roma, Prister 
at hie office on 2 June; 


[Text] A short while before the meeting, Deputy Defense Minister Mordekhay Tzipori 
got a detailed report on the leraeli air force raid in Lebanon. As usual, the for- 
eign radio stationed preceded the IDF spokesman's official announcement, but this 
did not bother him too much. He was pleased with the results. "We have launched 

a new stage in our confrontation with the terrorists,” he said. "We bombed and 

will continue to bomb their concentrations in Lebanon massively. This time we wanted 
to see how the Syrians would react, whether they would activate their missiles or 
not; if they would launch their aircraft for a face-to-face confrontation with us. 
And what happened? We did not see them, nor did we hear them. As they always say: 
our aircraft returned safely to their base," the deputy minister smiled broadly with 
satisfaction. Then he gave strict orders not to be interrupted and that “no calls, 
unless the prime minister himself calls, should be transferred to him." A few min- 
utes later, the telephone buzzed. Tzipori was about to scold his secretary, when 
Menahem Begin's familiar voice was heard from the receiver. As defense minister, he 
had found it appropriate to congratulate Tzipori on the successful operation in the 
north. The conversation was brief; and when Tzipori put down the receiver, the broad 
amile disappeared from his Lips. 


The relations between the prime minister and the deputy defense minister are thought 
to be correct, devoid of a grain of heartiness--and with very little mutual under- 
stording. Those in the know maintain that Begin does not like the man who does the 
daily defense ministry work with such diligence and devotion. He took no pains to 
put him in “an honorable place” on the Herut list for the 10th Knesset, and when he 
was asked at the time why Tzipori was not given the defense portfolio and the title, 
he replied with a pinch of cynicism: “Why change the state of affairs; he is an 
excellent deputy minister." It is as though the prime minister's ear is not attuned 
to the opinions and recommendations raised by the excellent deputy minister at the 
cabinet table. Certain persons within the defense establishment believe that Begin 
activates the IDF and even formulates his declarations on “the missile crisis" after 
consulting with a group of senior officers, who do not even both to let Tzipori in 
on all the vital information. It is similarly being said that when Defense Minister 
Begin was out of the country, those officers rather conspicuously and demonstrative- 
ly refrained from submitting regular reports to Deputy Defense Minister Tzipori, as 




















was called fer. tn euch a diffieult situation one cannot avoid the impression that 
4 emall yet strong group of people within the IDF might drag the country into a 
politically=goallesas adventure, 


Deputy Minister Teipori declines a comment on these arguments: "If we were not 
l month before the elections, | may have been more specific in my anawers. But 
given the election campaign, | would rather be silent." 


Without an immediate and fervent denial, Morde’nay Teipori's silence becomes rather 
resounding. He may not have been aware of ite implication during the conversation, 
but it may aleo well be that he reacted the way he did out of well thought-out 
calculations. Even his most ardent opponents will not deny that the man stands out 
in integrity, honesty and public courage, which sometimes cause him a lot of trouble: 
he is not one to withhold criticien, 


Since the last few weeks were marked by the aiesiles crisis, it was only natural 
that | begin with the simple question: Is this really so dangerous for Israel's 
security? ta there no way to “live in peace with the missiles?" 


Anewer: Firat of all, it should be noted that the Syrian missiles were there even 
before, 


Question: Does this mean that the crisis was not at all created against § the back- 
ground of their being introduced into the area? 


Anewer: I said the missiles were there before. We flew within these missiles’ 
firing range, and yet the Syrians did not open fire. In my opinion, it is not the 
very presence of the missiles that should worry us, but everything that has to do 
with the order to activate them. At the same time, we must be realistic: we demand 
a status quo ante. This is a rather clear-cut formulation. But can I dictate to 
the Syrians where they are allowed to station the missiles inside their country? 
We say we do not want a Syrian Army on Lebanese territory. The Syrians can reply 
that thie is the problem of Syria and Lebanon, but none of Israel's business. The 
Syrians can do a lot of things based on their sovereignty. ‘“owever, there is one 
sphere where we have something to say as well, and I mean the policy of opening 
fire. Under no circumstances will we be able to forego having the skies open [to 
our aireraft] in Lebanon. If we want life to be quiet in the border areas, we must 
hit the terrorists inside their bases. And if we want to avoid another Yom Kippur- 
like event, we must know what is happening across the border. 


Question: In view of the growing seriousness of the crisis and our increased in- 
volvement in domestic Lebanese conflict.... 


Anewer: The situation that has been created is the outcome of a process that began 
about 6 years ago, when the Israeli Government made its initial decision to aid the 
Lebanese Christians. 


Question: That was during the Alignment government's reign? 
Anewer: The process began during the previous government's time and it has con- 


tinued through the current Likud government's time. What is important is the decision 
that the moment we showed our readiness to actively intervene in a neighboring 











country's affaira, those people whom we helped could interpret that aid in accord= 
ance with thelr intereste and comprehend it ae they wished, Clearly, then, such 
situations could have been created that would not necessarily have been under our 
control, But, generally speaking, we are in control of the aituation, 


Queation: This sounds like a contradiction in terma, and it does not sound encour= 
aging. 


Anewer!: We cannot ignore the facts that have led up to the current crisis, At the 
outeet of the process, Lerael helped the Christians who fought against the terror- 
tute and the leftists. The Syrians Later entered into the scene. Syiia's aspirations 
and ite desire to overtake Lebanon were no secret. The moment Israel legitimized 

the Syrian Army's presence on Levanese soil--thie out of the lack of a proper re- 
action==it was net hard to guess that the grave developments would only be a ques- 
tion of time, Even if we accept the theory that Yitzhaq Rabin had reached a tacit 
agreement on the “red line” and on our right to overfly Lebanon, we all know what 

the real value of gentleman agreements with Syria are. 


Question: Do you think another alternative was possible? 


Answer: My analysis of the situation, in the past and in the present, is slightly 
different from the norm. I distinguish and differentiate between two problems: 

that of the Christians and that of the domestic conflicts in Lebanon. I support 
helping the Christians who are fighting the terrorists, and I think the compleaity 
of the domestic conflicts in Lebanon is a great danger. One should also mention the 
fact that the Christians are no longer the majority in Lebanon's population, and 
even that minority in itself split up and divided into various forces and small 
groups which are at times hostile to one another. Moreover, only one faction of 

the Christian population is ready to accept the helping hand we have been extending, 
and all in all it constitutes approximately 35 percent of the Christians It does 
not stand a chance of ever ruling Lebanon. 


Question: If this is a realistic portrait, what national interest do we have in 
giving them the kind of aid we do? 


Answer: One must similarly not ignore moral reasons. They were the ones that 
guided the previous government's moves, and this is what is spurring the present 
government as well. 


Question: Were you partner to pledging the commitment to the Christians in northern 
Lebanon? 


Answer: No, I was not party to the consolidation of the position on this matter. 


Deputy Defense Minister Tzipori devotes part of his time to deliberations that are 
part of the strategic dialogue with the United States. The content of the talks 
is classified and not publishable. At the same time, the feeling has been created 
that that dialogue has lost some of its real value: it is no longer exclusive 

to Israel. The White House's global foreign policy has bred more or less similar 
strategic dialogues with the Egyptians, the Saudis and perhaps even with Jordan's 
King Husayn. What is most disconcerting is the U.S. silence in reaction to the 
boisterous Soviet declarations on unqualified support for Syria in the event of an 
armed confrontation with Israel. 
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tatport: The Untied Staten hae transferred part of ite naval force to the eastern 
part ool the Mediterranean, Thie move may perhapa be more significant than verbal 
declarations, When a U.S. aireraft carrier and some warships cruise the area, this 
is a language that whoever wante to will understand, The United States has not re- 
voked ite proclaimed announcement on our right to hit the terroriats, and it te the 
United States that is continuing ite efforts to fully exhauet Philip Habib's dip- 
lomatic mission, 


Question: If that is eo, are you, then, satisfied with the way things have de- 
ve loped? 


Anawer? Let ua put tt thie way: if it were not for lerael's special predicament, 
there would be no reason not to welcome the U.S. entry into and entrenchment in the 
various Arab countries. When one observes this development from the point of view of 
the overall Weatern interests, facing the Soviet bloc, it seems as though the United 
States te doing the right thing at the right time. We are aware of the significance 
of this strategy both as a means of blocking communist influence in the Middle East 
as well as a move to safeguard the most vital energy sources. We would not be taken 
seriously if we naively or out of hypocrisy declare that we do not Like this U.S. 
policy, or that we disagree with it. Of course, it has two sides. The growing 
affinity between the United States and the Arab world strengthens it, and a strong 
Arab world in turn endangers us. Thus a conflict of interests that can only be 
overcome with great wisdom has been created. 


Question: It has all the characteristics of a vicious circle. 


Anewer: lt certainly is one. But one must also note that, thank goodness, I have 
never heard--either from the U.S. officials or from army personnel with whom I 
regularly meet=-that the United States is denying its commitment to us. You see, 
just Like us, they also have a problem. And this is the place to add a note on the 
immense importance of al-Sadat's position. In the midst of the hot crisis with the 
Syrians, the Egyptian president declared that peace remains intact, and has re- 
sponded to the invitation to visit Ofira. Had it not been for that peace with al- 
Sadat's Egypt, we would long have had to declare a general call-up, and we all know 
what che material and moral price of this would be--we know it from past experience. 
Besides, IT agreed with the definition of the situation as being a vicious circle, 
but even in a vicious circles can one find an opening. In my opinion all the con- 
ditions for a Saudi-Israeli dialogue exist. 


Question: Is this merely your own personal wishful thinking, or can you base your 
statement on something? 


Answer: I have no proof, but I base this on a logical analysis of the situation. 
Question: Can one rely on logic when one talks about the Middle East arena? 


Answer: We can permit ourselves a touch of prophecy. The example with Egypt is a 
case in point. In our region, too, there were nice surprises. 


Question: But there can also be bad surprises. The relative quiet Israel has been 
enjoying in the north is, among other things, a direct outcome of the presence of 
Major Haddad's forces in “Free Lebanon." But Haddad, too, is nothing but a mortal.... 
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Anawert One could saywith almost total certainty that there in no one that in 
irreplaceable. Perhaps in the villages of southern Lebanon there are many other 
Waddads. And if not, we will have to change our tactics. We could, for example, 
decide that we would eliminate any terroriat that would cross a line we will draw up 
and move south of it. By what means? On that we will decide when the time comes, 


Question: Doea the Government of Israel--and the eatabliahment at whose head you are 
positioned=-have a clearly-defined strategic concept? Do we really know what we 
want and how to go about obtaining the objectives? 


Anewer: In my estimation, yea. Let us go from the easy things to the more difficult 
ones. Our concept regarding the struggle againsat the terrorists is unequivocal: 
preemptive measures. As for the more comprehensive problems, the Government of 
Israel has been trying to do its best to prevent war. This should not be miscon- 
atrued to mean that we are not prepared for war, if there is no other choice. |! 

am well-aware of the public discusstons, and I say flatly: Israel has no interest 
in having a war. 


Question: Do you think Philip Habib's mission is over? 


Anewer: No. 
Question: And do you believe in its ability to bring about a solution to the crisis? 


Answer: 1 do not have too high hopes for this mission, but as long as the negotia- 
tions continue, we must exhaust it to the end, especially given the fact that I 
cannot foresee any political or military achievements that may come out of other 
options. 


Question: Toward the Begin-al-Sadat meeting it was published that the possibility 
of advancing the withdrawal from the Sinai will also be discussed. Would we be 
able to keep our word about it without undertaking unnecessary risks? Is the [DF's 
Negev redeployment going according to the timetable? 


Answer: The matter of an early withdrawal is nothing but correspondents’ specula- 
tion. No such suggestion was discussed at the cabinet table. As for the second 
question, yes, we are keeping the times, and I think we will continue to do so by 
the decisive date in 1982. 


Question: With the launching of the digging work for the sea-to-sea canal, some 
people have been heard to raise objection to giving foreign firms the contract. The 
critics warned against a repeat of the errors we had committed when we put the work 
of building of the Negev airfields to the Americans. Was it really a mistake? 


Answer: There is such a thing called first act and then get wise. One cannot 
ignore the circumstances at the time we decided to give the work to the Americans. 
First of all, for political reasons we wanted a partner that would not raise argu- 
ments and doubts with the Egyptians. We vere afraid that any holdup in carrying out 
the job might be interpreted by Egypt to mean a "Jevish strategem." But even 
practically speaking, we looked at the inventory of the equipment and the manpower 
in the country and reached an unambiguous conclusions: that it was beyond our 











Capability. I headed the team that examined the given situation. In addition to 
this, there is no doubt in my mind that subletting the work to local contractors 
would have wrought an economic disaster on us. Have we forgotten the lesson of the 
construction of the Bar-lev Line? We are still bent over with the burden of the 
heritage bequeathed by that era. And as for employing Jewish labor, I was not 

aware of that Long queve of Jews ready to serve as construction workers in the Negev. 


Question: The renovation of the Avraham Avinu synagogue in Hebron was your "baby." 
Now two families have moved into their permanent residence in the Jewish quarter. 
What defense or political advantage will we achieve by establishing a Jewish quar- 
ter in the very heart of a hostile Arab city? 


Anawer: It ie true that I fathered the idea of renovating the ancient synagogue. 

| am proud of that. It is true that we allowed Rabbi Levinger's family and another 
family to live next to the synagogue and guarantee its proper operation. But that 
is all. There is no intention of populating the Jewish quarter. I went to Hebron 
and met there with reporters, and I told them the same thing, in no ambiguous terms. 


Question: But the settlers claim that... 


Answer: 1 know what Rabbi Moshe Levinger and his colleagues say. They ‘an say 
whatever enters their mind. They are talking about introducing 20 families. They 
are dreaming about rehabilitating the quarter. Can't they dream? They can. We 

all sing "May the Temple Be Built Again," but I doubt that there is anyone who would 
seriously suggest tearing down the existing buildings on the temple mount and set- 
ting up the temple instead. The decisive thing is not talk or dreams, but the 
decisions of the government. In Hebron, I called the military commanders, the heads 
of the Qiryat Arba' Council and the Levinger family and made it clear that the sit- 
uation in the Hadassah House will be maintained, that the military unit guarding 

the building will remain in place. It will not deploy in the adjacent buildings. 
And as for the Avraham Avinu synagogue, it will be opened for prayers and studies 

24 hours a day. I said: for prayers and studies, but not for habitation. The 
status of the synagogue will be identical to that of Rachel's tomb [in Bethlehem]. 
Period. 


Question: And outside Hebron, are you pleased with the pace of settlement in Judaea 
and Samaria? 


Answer: I am not pleased. We could do a lot more less noisily. Many times--in- 
cluding at our Knesset faction's meetings--I have recommended ceasing to build 
along the coast, stopping uprooting orchards and ruining good agricultural land, 
and instead going to the rocky hills in Judaea and Samaria where the air is clear 
and the stancard of Living high. There is no reason why people would not live there 
and commute te their permanent working places in the coastal plain. I see it as a 
first-rate national goal. I firmly believe that the future of the State of Israeli 
depends on our presence in Judaea and Samaria. And as I noted before, we could 

do more without the political and social shocks if it were not for the commotion 
raised around the settlement campaign. We carried out the really big operations 
quietly. 


Question: The Alignment government did them quietly. 
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Answer: 1 am not trying to begrudge the previous government its achievements. When 
| bring guests to the aircraft industries I am never ashamed to say that Shim'on 
Peres was one of its founders, but the most important thing we have done in the past 
4 vears lies in the fact that we made those settlements legitimate by setting up 
formal inetitutions--such as councils, construction committees and courts--in them. 
Each settlement we established is grounded in legal documents stating the ownership 
of the land, and this was not customary before we assumed power. There is also 
another campaign I would like to take personal pride in, because {i did it: we 
carried out a survey of the Judaea and Samaria land and have located all the plots 
overwhich there is no ownership. We were aided by old 1945 and 1967 aerial photo- 
graphs, which we compared with recent ones and have thus shaped this map. I[t will 
serve as an important tool for our work and with its help we will decrease the 
number of appeals to the high court of justice and the plaintiffs' chances of suc- 
ceeding. 


Something else I would like to "boast" of: I head a committee for the purchase of 
land. Our guideline is to concentrate in purchasing land in the proximity of exist- 
ing settlements. Yes, yes, instead of expropriating, we buy. There was a nearly 
12-year lapse in this purchasing, but in the last year we bought thousands of 
dunams that will help expand and strengthen the existing settlements. This process 
carries a not insignificant security importance. There is a great difference be- 
tween driving through Judaea and Samaria in hostile land, or in a land where many 
friendly lights are on. 


Question: You are looking toward the future. In personal matters, too, I presume. 
If indeed the Likud forms the next government, will you compete with Ari'el Sharon 
over the defense portfolio? 


Answer: In no Likud forum have I heard that Ari'el Sharon is a candidate for the 
next defense minister. I hope that if the Likud forms the next government, I will 
be the natural candidate for the post. 


Question: Meanwhile, your party has not been too good to you. Why, for instance, 
were you not included among the first ten people on the Likud Knesset list? 


Answer: ama man of fixed views. 1 think a man is judged by his deeds. At the 
same time, now I see I was greatly naive politically. The partisan setup in Israel 
is founded on pressure groups. For 30 years the lopsided system of "I deserve" was 
practiced. The bounds between personal interests and the country's good got blurred. 
Some people approached me with various proposals, and I told them: I was not 
tainted during the 30 years of Alignment rule, I will not be tainted now. And 

so it came about that certain interest-groups took "anti-Tziporian" steps until 

[ managed to call my friends for help. I have contributed a lot to my party and 
have achieved remarkable things in my work for the movement. The result serves as 
a future political lesson to me. I suppose I will be able to build for myself 
organizations more efficient than those that acted against me. 


Question: Menahem Begin devotes to his job as defense minister 1 day a week. 
Does this not harm the office's functioning? 


Answer: it is true that Mr Begin reaches Tel Aviv only once a week, but it is 
not true that he only devotes 1 day a week for security affairs. The ministerial 








defense committee convenes in Jerusalem once 4 week, at the least, and he partici- 
pates in ite deliberations, Nevertheless, there te no doubt that the situation has 
created certain limitations in ay job, even though I enjoy the prime minister's 
unqualified trust, 


Question: Could you list the Limitations? 


Anewer! They stem, in part, from human nature, I mean the people around me, Cer- 
tainly, if | had been appointed defense minister, I could have done more with ay 
job, several time=fold more than new, even though I do quite 4 let even now and the 
office operates, in my opinion, ae well ae before. 


Question: What do you take greatest pride in? 


Anewer! | am very proud about the increase in defense exporte. The figures speak 
for themselves: in 1975-76 the defense exports reached $70 million, In 197/=-a 
year we shared with the Alignment=-it reached about $250 million. This year we 
will have an income of $1.25 billion. Thies has not fallen into our hands like a 
ripe fruit. lt te the outeome of great effort exerted by the defense estab] ishment 
under my leadership and with the significant support of the current foreign min- 
ister. We managed to break into great markets, and we have been selling not only 
our “smart industries," but also the equipment and the tools that had previously 
served as ornamente in public parke and kindergartens. We have been selling it for 
good money. The defense exports is a great success story. If we were at Liberty 
to tell it to the world, we would have gained tremendously in the election prop- 


aganda. 


Question: All thie is true, but neither is it a secret that some of our important 
clients are countries that tread upon human rights, and the commercial success does 
not make us more friends and sympathizers in what is called the enlightened world. 
You had earlier mentioned the soral commitment to the Christians in Lebanon. Do we 
not have any moral commitment when discussing arms trade? 


Anewer: The time has come to free ourselves a bit from despicable hypocrisy. i do 
no! recall that anyone in Israel objected to having had relations with Idi Amin, who 
can almost be called a cannibal. There is no country in the world today that 
crusheshuman rights more than the Soviet Union, and yet thie does not stop it from 
being an honorable member of the family of nations. Let us remove the decorative 
guise and see things as they really are: we quest firet draw a distinction between 
hostile countries and those who, in the long term, constitute part of the global 
Western alignment. This as far as the practical politicai sphere goes. Also for 
the queasy, my anewer is: in each of the countries that you regard as objectionable, 
we encounter tought competition from France, Belgium, Britain, Spain, Germany and 
the United States. They all compete for the same markets. There were people who 
condemned us for having sold arms to Nicaragua, to which I must say that not only 
did the old Somoza support Ierael when it fought for ite life, but also | must men- 
tion the fact that the Nicaraguan purchases from Lerael counted for only 10 percent 
of the overall purchases made by that country. It got the remaining 90 percent from 
those who had accused us of immoral conduct. By the way: Somoza paid us our dues 
with money he had received from the United States. One does not forget such things.

| Interview with chairman of Knesset Defense and Foreign Affaire Committee Prof Moshe 
Arene by Roni Daniyel on the weekly newsreel--time and place not given; recorded) 


[Text] [Arens] 1 think that Dr Tevi Lanir [researcher at the Center of Strategic 
Research at the Tel Aviv University) is misreading the picture and has an incom 
plete view of thie present situation in Lebanon. He is not the only person who is 
wrong and who tries to make evaluations based on wishful thinking. There are other 
ieraelia who believe that the present situation in Lebanon--that is to say, 4 sit- 
uation where the Syrian Army has succeeded in taking over some 60 percent of Lebanon, 
where the PLO controle some 15 percent under the Syriane' aegis and where the 
Christians control a relatively emall area in the north--that this situation may 
persist and may be etable and, therefore, it is in lerael's interest not to disrupt 
thie situation. I think that anyone examining the picture will realize that the 
present situation is unstable and, in fact, one of two things will ultimately hap- 
pen! either the Syrians take over the whole of Lebanon--we know that this is their 
avowed purpose, they are striving for it and have gone a long way toward achieving 
this goal--or that the Syrians will be shoved aside and againan independent Lebanon 
will be established, a Lebanon that will live in peace with Israel. 


|[Daniyel| Do you think that the Syrians want to absolutely defeat the Christians? 


|Anewer| There is no doubt about it. For the Syrians, I would say, defeating the 
Christians is not their top goal; their top goal is to take over Lebanon. But the 
only obstacle currently preventing them from doing this is the Christian military 
force. Thie ise not because the Christians are so powerful--compared to the Syrians 
they are very weak. They have certainly closed their ranks recently and they are 
at present more powerful than ever. However, they are very weak compared to the 
Syrian Army--a large army with 3,000 tanks. Yet, the Syrians know that we stand 
behind the Christians as an assisting and supporting factor. The moment the Syrians 
belleve=--as they were on their way to believing before their helicopters were shot 
down by the Israeli force--that we will stand aside and will let them defeat the 
Christians, thie will mean the end of the Christians and a total Syrian takeover 
of Lebanon.

|iext!| Jordan is counted among the pro-American Arab countries in which the law 
prohibite the aetivity of the Communist Party. Israel, on the other hand, as well 
as Syria and Lebanon, are among the few Middle fast countries where communist 
parties operate legally. 


llowever, the leraeli regime's democratic character, which allows for the communist 
party's legal activity, does not sufficiently clear Israel in Moscow's eyes, just 
as Jordan's anti-democratic nature does not rule out this country's monarch as a 
desirable and honored partner to a dialogue and cooperation. Similarly, despite 
the pro-American nature of the Jordanian kingdom, as well as the fact that Jordan 
condemned the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and views it as a belligerent step 
against a Muslim country, Husayn was not prevented from visiting the Kremlin and 
publicly express hie gratitude to the Soviet Union for ite support of the Arab 
nations in their struggle against Israel. On the other hand, it is clear that if 
the prime minister of Israel wished to visit Moscow, he would have encountered 4 
resounding “ayet,” unless he had proclaimed his willingness to adopt Brezhnev's 
plan for the solution of the leraeli-Arab conflict. 


the Soviet Union's policy toward the Arab world is doubtless determined first and 
foremost (even though not exclusively) in accordance with its long-range strategic 
conception. According to this view, Moscow attaches special significance to the 
entire Arab world=-irrespective of the country's regime or the etatus of the 
Communist Party there. The Arab area, ite demographic and economic power as well 
as the overall weight of the Arab countries in the Muslim world give them extra 
value in the considerations of the Soviet leaders. 


in the calewlations of the Western powers and in Western Europe too, the value of 
the Arab world is increasingly growing. In this respect, therefore, there is no 
basic difference between the attitude of communist Soviet Union toward the Arab 
world and that of the noncommunist world toward it. However, unlike the Western 
countries, the Soviet Union determines i*s attitude toward Israel according to 

the sole criterion of ite relations with the Arab countries. The Western countries, 
including France and the FRG, have so far tried--and will probably continue to 
try--to divorce their attitude toward Israel from the special attitude they have 
toward the Arab world.

the Seviet Union, however, makes any change in ite attitude toward and framework 
of relations with Israel conditional upon lerael's consent to negotiate with the 
"LO in the framework of an international conference, terael's objection to this 
is, as is well known, linked not only to the opposition to the incorporation of 
the PLO, but also in ite refusal to recognize the Soviet Union as a U.S. partner 
in the Middle hast and a fellow participant in the efforts to establish a compre- 
hensive peace in our region, 


the leraeli Government's presumptuousness in trying to play a first-rate rele in 
the Middle fast, and hold a special importance in the U.S. strategic=-political 
plane further underscores the Soviet Union's tendency to give ite ties with the 
Arab world absolute preference over any chances of normalization of ite relations 
with lerael., In other words, the Likud government's extreme anti-Soviet line 
strengthens the people advocating the extreme anti-Israeli line in Moscow's ruling 
circles, They believe there is no point in trying to act toward improving Moscow- 
Jerusalem relations, not even as part of the efforts to rehabilitate detente, 
because the government of Israel is determined to use the anti-Soviet feelings to 
win the statue of a preferred U.S. ally in the Middle East. 





The problem lies ont in the existence of a permanent contradiction between the 
advocates of the extreme anti-Israeli line in Moscow's top leadership and the 
supporters of the distinct pro-Israeli line; rather it lies with that leadership's 
considerations and probing to determine its policy in our region and also depends 
om the decisions that carry operational implications during times of crisis such 
as, for instance, the missile crisis. The Israeli Government's proclaimed and 
demonstrative inclination to emphasize, at every opportunity, ite rights and ites 
value as a U.S. ally in its struggle against the Soviet Union 4 priority prevents 
the Seviet Union from giving any kind of expression to possibly taking Israel 
interests into account. 


The Likud government's extreme anti-Soviet positions simultaneously gives support 
to the Soviet administration's tendency to stabilize its relations with every Arab 
country, regardless of regime or political line. Hence the good relations it 
maintains with Syria's President al-Asad and, at the same time, with his adversary, 
lordan's King Husayn. Even though the Soviet Union realizes that Husayn is only 
ready to pay lip service to the Soviet Union, to gain its friendship with the Arab 
nations, and express support for its proposal of convening an international 
conference to solve the regional conflict whereas in fact these declarations of 
his have no significance, Brezhnev similarly knows that Husayn wishes to exploit 
his visit to Moscow and his good ties with the Soviet Union to strengthen his 
country's status among the nonaligned countries. But this does not bother the 
Seviet Union, just as Husayn's aim of neutralizing--while demonstratively tightening 
his relations with the Soviet Union--the Soviet Union's support for the PLO. The 
main thing, as far as Brezhnev and his fellow comrades are concerned, is that 
livsayn hee been trying to show that his friendship with the United States and 

his country's pro-American and pro-Western Line does not obligate him to take an 
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anti-Seviet stanee, nor does it prevent him from maintaining good relations with 
the United States, the Soviet Union's opponent, 


lo Fepeat, the geographic, economic and demographic significance of the Arab world 
nearly automatically provides it with an extra weight in the considerations of 

the Seviet leaders and in their deciding on their attitude toward Ierael., At the 
same time, the Israeli Government's adherence to an extreme anti-Soviet line 

and its strong desire to portray lerael as the bearer of the anti-Soviet banner 
of the West in the Middle Last, contributes=-to a greater or smiller extent=--to 
strengthening the Soviet Union's anti-Israeli Line. 


The Likud government's policy prevents the consolidation of an inclination toward 
normalization with lerael among the Soviet ruling levels, be it even normalization 
for global considerations, The Soviet Union well knows that without lIeraeli 
consent, the United States will not be able to incorporate the Soviet Union in 

the efforte to find a comprehensive solution to the Israeli-Arab conflict. 


Hut what will we gain if we accept the view that the incorporation of the Soviet 
‘inion in the peace process conflicte with Israel's interests for the Soviet Union's 
tendency to anyway prefer the Arab interests? One could ask whether the extreme 
anti-Soviet line practiced by the Likud government does not contribute to buttressing 
and eternalizing the anti-Soviet etance of the Soviet administration, and whether 

it would not be in Israel's interest not to contribute ite share toward fortifying 
the Soviet's extreme pro-Arab line.

CONVICTED ARAB APPOINTED TO WEST BANK MILITARY GOVERNMENT

[Text] The military government in the West Bank hae recently appointed Muhammad 
Dudin, from the village of Dura, as regional adviser on matters of the cooperatives 
in the Hebron district. This post is one of the most senior military government 
ones in the Hebron district filled by a local inhabitant. Muhammad Dudin's appoint- 
ment was made despite the fact that in 1973 the adviser was sentenced by a Jordanian 
court=-in his absence--to 10 years in prison because he stole 2,442 Jordanian dinars 
from the Dura Municipality's funds. Dudin was found guilty of forging signatures 

of members of the municipal council and since then he has no longer crossed the 
Jordan bridges and has remained in the West Bank territory. 


Up to April 1980 Muhammad Dudin worked in the Ministry of Agriculture in the frame- 
work of the military government. His work there was terminated because of budgetary 
cuts. He is the brother of Mustafa Dudin, a former minister in the Jordanian 
Covernment and the head of the agricultural cooperative in the Hebron district. 
Mustafa Dudin maintains most close, friendly relations with the Israeli military 
government and it has been learned that the military government urged his brother 
Muhammad's appointment despite sharp opposition, including a threat to resign made 
by the officer in charge of the headquarters for labor affairs, who is responsible 
for dealing with the cooperatives. The officer from the headquarters, David 
(Saviri), has not carried out his threat to resign. 


Security sources said yesterday that Muhammad Dudin has been an official in the 
military government for many years and had continued in his post in the Ministry 
of Agriculture even after and despite the sentence handed down against him in 
Amman. His new post, these sources reported, does not require any cooperation 
with the Jordanian Government or directives from it and so it will not be a 
problem that Dudin cannot cross the Jordan bridges. The Jordanian sentence against 
him, these sources emphasized, was handed down in Muhammad Dudin's absence. 
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YADIN PROTESTS HEBRON RESTORATION WORK

[Text] Prime Minister Menahem Begin today promised hie deputy, Yiga'el Yadin, 
that he would order all work to rehabilitate the Jewish quarter in Hebron stopped 
if thie contravenes government decisions. Professor Yadin reported this upon 
emerging from the cabinet session. He said that during the session he had asked 
Mr Begin if the work had been approved by the appropriate authorities. 


Reports have arrived on work being done there. According to Professor Yadin, he 
questioned the decision of the Ministerial Committee on Security Affaire on this, 
and his appeal has not yet been presented to the Knesset Defense and Foreign Affairs 
Committee. The prime minister replied that he does not know anything about the 
restoration work in Hebron and added that he would ask that the Knesset Defense 

and Foreign Affaire Cormittee be convened to discuss Professor Yadin's appeal. 





After the cabinet session, Professor Yadin told reporters that in his opinion the 
Jewish quarter in the center of Hebron should not be renovated at this moment because 
there is no need for further friction with the Arab inhabitants. He added that 
Qiryat Arba’ has been established in order to house those Jews who wanted to reside 
in Hebron. At the same time, Professor Yadin said that he did not object to the 
right of Jews to live in Hebron. However, work to rehabilitate the Jewish quarter 
should not be done now. 


Our correspondents have reported from Hebron that the city businessmen did not 
comply with the municipality's call for a commercial strike today to protest the 
settling of Jews inside the city and the assaults carried out--according to the 
municipality's charges--on Muslims in the Makhpela Cave. The military government 
has issued a warning saying that if the strike took place, the municipal council 
would be disbanded. 


The news conference also called by the municipality, which was similarly banned 
by the military government, took place unofficially when the acting mayor received 
for what he termed a conversation the reporters who had come. The Nabulus and 
Bethlehem mayors, who tried to reach Hebron today, were stopped by the military 
government at roadblocks it erected, and were sent back to their home towns.

The possi- 
bility of transferring industrial plants to the new settlements will be studied. 
Over the last 2 years only one settlement was set up in the Jordan Valley: the 
Yafit settlement in the center of the valley which is inhabited by immigrants 
from France.

(Text | Under the headline “Lebanon and the Serious Plot,” AL-DUSTUR writes: The 
sudden departure of the U.S. envoy from the area has incited extremely serious 
probabilities, because despite the failure of his mission, his presence wae a 
calming and reassuring factor.

At a Cime when the epecter of destructive war ia hovering over the region due to 
the missile crieie fabricated by Lerael; at a time when the Palestinian and 
Lebanese peoples are being subjected to more killing and annihilation by Ierael, 
undeterred by pange of conscience; and at a time when the U.S. mediation, in the

[Text| 1. Defense Minister Joseph Skaf has denounced the Israeli raid on 
al-Damur as if it had taken place against Zahlah and called for a unified Arab 
strategy to confront Ierael. We tell Mr Skaf that the last one who has the right 
to talk in Lebanon is you, because you are the defense minister and cannot send 
the Lebanese Army to your hometown Zahlah to ease the pain of your townfolks 
instead of sending the army to be buried in the south. Your statements, 
furthermore, hurt the feelings of the al-Damur natives themselves, who consider 
any military action directed against al-Damur as a revenge and service to them. 
Their hearts are full of joy when a shell falls on their occupied al-Damur city. 


2. The ‘Alawite regime yesterday reaffirmed its determination to confront any 
Israeli military action. We ask: How long will the Syrian lies go on? If it is 
not so, why haven't we seen any Syrian reaction when the Israeli warplanes were 
attacking the terrorists, their positions and equipment in al-Damur. Or is their 
determination to resist only designed to extract money from the Arabic-speaking 
states and to annihilate the Lebanese? If the Syrian rulers have a different 
explanation, let them come out with it before the public opinion. 


3. Some people wonder: Are the terrorists so stupid they cannot detect these 
Syrians’ plotting against their existence? To this I answer in the negative. The 
terrorists are fully aware of this fact, but they are in an unenviable situation. 
They have no other alternative. The Arabic-speaking states do not allow them to 
take refuge in them. It is no longer easy for them and their leaders, in 
particular, to drop their weapons and return to the camp life or to give up the 
gains they achieved in Lebanon at the expense of its legal sovereignty and 
authority, especially since Syria is exploiting then. 


4. On 29 May 1981, a meeting took place in Tyre between the terrorists and the 
UNIFIL. During this meeting the terrorists refused to allow the UN forces to put 
a checkpoint in the town of Dayr Qanun al-Nahr. They also refused to reduce the 
armed manifestations in al-Bazguriyah. The two towns are within the UNIFIL- 
controlled area. What is surprising is that we have not heard a siagle Lebanese 
official or deputy asking the UN forces why they abandoned their authority to the 








terroriete in these two towns and why the Lebanese Army doesn't intervene co 
reatore the authority there and protect the citizens againet the incursions and 
offenses of the terrorists. Otherwise, what ie the uee of gathering 1,500 
Lebanese soldiers inside the UNIFIL area? Ie their presence in it limited to 
movie acting or ia it there to attack the Lebanese in Free Lebanon and facilitate 
the work of the terrorists? Is the Lebanese Army there to confront the leraeli 
defense forces which all the armies of the Arabic-speaking estates together could 
not confront? 


5. If the quadripartite Arab followup committee is going to resolve the crisis 
this time, why couldn't it do that before? Was it necessary to wait all this long 
time and have thousands of Lebanese people killed and all thie destruction? The 
committee will meet again to achieve national accord. It is known that there are 
no probleme among the Lebanese that call for fighting and then reconciliation. We 
advise this committee that if it wante to serve Lebanon it should confine its 
efforts to arranging for the withdrawal of the Syrian occupation army from Lebanon 
and replacing it with a Lebanese Army. Otherwise, it would be better for its 
members to say in their countries and not take the trouble of traveling and 
risking danger--unless they wish to spend a vacation at the Bayt al-Din resort.

FIGHTING, DEATHS ALLEGED =--Several hundred people were killed in Aleppo and Hamah 
in violent clashes between the Syrian Army and the Muslim Brotherhood as well as 
in attacks launched by the special forces, with heavy arms and tanks against 
certain suburbs in both cities. The information available to us says that after a 
military vehicle with intelligence elements was ambushed, and scores of its 
passengers were killed, the Syrian command sent a battalion to the perimeter of 
the Hamah plain to chase the gunmen who had carried out the operation. In the 
meantime, another ambush in one of the city's suburbs killed a number of Syrian 
soldiers. Accordingly, a brigade, led by Maj Gen ‘Ali Haydar and reinforced with 
tanks, was sent to the area. The suburb was surrounded and warning was given to 
evacuate women and children. When none of the attackers surrendered, four mosques 
were blown up on the pretext that they were ammunition depots. A large number of 
people, estimated at hundreds, were killed. Political and diplomatic circles in 
Syria saw the cable sent to the UN Secretary General by eight Syrian leaders 
Living abroad--foremost of whom is Lt Gen Amin al-Hafiz--as calling attention to 
the massacres in Syrian cities and the victims of shelling of residential areas in 
Homs, Hamah and Aleppo.
